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~Dolgon Speaks about Anti-War Activism

Recent political developments regarding a war in Iraq 
have inspired professors on college campuses and members 
of peace-oriented organizations to pull fianiselves together 
in order to educate students, faculty and the general public 
about the risks of a war. Professor Cory Dolgon, Chair of the 
Worcester State sociology department was interviewed on 
Wednesday, October 30, to discuss anti-war efforts on this 
campus and world issues that effect WSC. 

Professor Dolgon started by listing upcoming events 
and events WSC is fesoine to organize. “We’re doin 
everything we can to make sure we stop the war (in Iraq 
before it starts,” Dolgon says. He mentioned, “there are about 
ten of us discussing strategies for organizing events on 
campus, in particular trying to do two things...organize this 
campus and reach a critical mass of people.” Campus events 
are being planned by Professors Sehioveer Canor, and Fontes. 
These events involve videos and lectures about the war, peace 
efforts, US foreign relations and Middle Eastern issues. 
Professor Dolgon also said he would “love to have an all day 
teach-in on democracy and foreign policy.” He then 
mentioned organizations such as Worcester Peaceworks, 
Worcester Progressive, and the global action network. The 
main purpose of the group, according to Dolgon, is education: 
“We really need to get the truth out there.” 

Launching into current events, Dolgon suggested we 
needed “regime changes all over the Odds He also noted 
that, “it is actually against international law for us (the United 
States) to play an active role, and especially a military role in 
other nations’ affairs.” Dolgon SES “it is ultimately 
imperialistic. of us to be doing things like that, and I don't 
think we can support it.” Regarding Bush’s use, and 
subsequent softening, of the term “regime change” Dolgon 
claims, “I think he locked himself into the term...as Daddy 
did before him. In 1990 when Bush was organizing the first 
war and really marketing it, every couple of weeks there was 
a new reason (it was) oil, it was to liberate Kuwait which was 
a joke, Kuwaiti politics, (and) human rights violations. 
Eventually they realized the way to do it was just to do it.” 
He then remarked that “...when he starts saying regime 
change equals disarmament that is the worst kind of sophistry 
I can imagine.” 


The Water Engine: 


After explaining his stance on the dynamics of the war, 
Dolgon recalled that in the 1990s “as soon as the war started, (it 
became) support our troops and soldiers...there were yellow ribbons 
everywhere. And the argument became that even if you were against 
the war, you have to support the soldiers because we can’t allow 
what happened in Vietnam to happen as He also can’t trying to 
spy on Iraq.” Dolgon says, “this is so far from a war on terrorism, a 
war in Iraq...that it’s just not going to happen.” He mentioned that 
Bush oil not get support from his foes allies against Iraq 
because, “Iraq has shown no aggressive movement.” 

Dolgon wanted to clear up the myths that anyone who 
ye war is a pacifist by saying, “I am not a pacifist. It seems that 
if a pre-emptive strike could have stopped a terrorist attack, like the 
planes going into the world trade center, they could, in a certain 
time and place be justified... But that’s not what this is all about. 
This is about imperialism. If Bush had really wanted to fight terrorism 
from the beginning he would never have called off the dogs on Osama 
bin Laden and his family before September 11...and it has nothing 
to do with the fight on terrorism. This is about control of the Middle 
East and particularly the control of oil...a war in Iraq would do 
nothing but increase the possibility of more terrorism.” 

Dolgon then answered questions about Bush’s hard-line, 
“you're with us or against us,” policy. Dolgon stated, “who’s the 
‘us’? George Bush is not my president... .that’s not my us. I am against 
George Bush.” A major reason Dolgon gave for his stance was the 
recent attacks on bua liberties, which he calls “pre-emptive strikes 
at home.” Dolgon stresses the importance of free speech, “we can’t 
stop being critical of the government as citizens, we can’t stop being. 
critical of the government as scholars or as teachers simply because 
we’re told that being critical is to be aiding terrorism.” 

In closing, Dolgon said, “I think this is going to be a real 
issue because the campus in some ways is starving for more 
significant political discussion.... Worcester State students can be 
as smart as students anywhere, as capable as students anywhere, 
and as intelligent as students anywhere, but what seems to really 
divide them from students at other institutions is their unawareness 
at how politics locally and sain) plays a role in their lives.” 

The next meeting for the anti-war group will be Tuesday, 
November 19, in room S 158 at 3pm; Professor Dolgon can be reached 
at cdolgonworcester.edu.

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Response to Wilmot

Iam at a loss Mr. Wilmot, as to the initial source of your thinly veiled disdain for 
the land conservation movement. I imagine if we scratched the surface of your 
obvious bias we might find a personal affront of some sort. Instead of speculating 
about the source of your negative activism, however, I will contain my remarks 
to examining your argument in opposition to land conservation. I’m afraid the 
stack of unnamed sources that you have assembled reads like a house of cards 
held together with uncertain connections that leave your argument in danger of 
crumbling at the slightest provocation. 


To begin with, let me question how the premise that the poor are in need of 
housing leads to the conclusion that the evil land conservationists have kept low- 
income housing at bay. If you had bothered to adopt even a modicum of objectiv- 
ity, you would have learned through your extensive research that land conserva- 
tionist repeatedly propose the reclaiming of brown spaces as a source of new 
housing and new business space. A brief survey of the Worcester county area will 
uncover a vast number of abandoned factories and industrial property that could 
employ an equal number of architects and construction workers as the unneces- 
sary development of green spaces. This approach would be particularly helpful to 
low-income families, as the housing would then be located directly in the existing 
urban areas where jobs are inclined to be concentrated, and commuter costs 
would not cut into their low-income levels. It would also be a moré effective 
means of encouraging slumlords to improve their existing property, as the value 
of their neighborhood’s real estate will increase as the abandoned areas are 
revitalized. 


As a fledgling reporter, it is clear that you have put a great deal of time and effort 
into the creation of this massive document, but unfortunately you have neglected 
to critically analyze your sources. For example, when citing a “survey conducted 
by Development Counselors International of New York” you have failed to 
consider that the very fact that they are development counselors might bias their 
findings. A reporter’s first line of investigation should always be to follow the 


money trail. The reasons for poor economies in Massachusetts, New York and 
California are far too complex to be blamed on their progressive land 
conservation legislation. Further, the two states named by this survey as 
having the “most favorable rating” are “Texas and North Carolina” two states 
with among the worst ecology records in the country. The states rights 
positions of such states allows for underpaid workers in their regions to pull 
vital jobs away from the northeast region. This economic reality has far more 
to do with our sinking economy than the scanty legislative protection for 
green spaces, which unfortunately are not “permanently lost” to “profit- 
driven enterprises” and unrestrained “economic forces.” 


I should disclose at this point that I lost a rather large sum of money to an 
unwise real estate investment in the Texas building boom of the eighties. That 
experience taught me not only to question financial advisors, but to analyze 
rapid development strategies that enrich the pockets of development compa- 
nies at the cost of working class investors and taxpayers who are left to bail 
out the savings and loan companies that fronted the capital for these risky 
ventures. The more general economic lesson we can all take away from this is 
that a building boom does not necessarily lead to long-term economic growth, 
but instead can lead to a larger supply of empty buildings awaiting true 
economic revitalization. ; 

Rather than representing a vast conspiracy to interrupt economic growth, land 
conservation and general environmental and public interest organizations 
have banded together to pool their limited financial resources to fight against 
the bulging coffers of large development companies that are only concerned 
with the increase of their profit margin. Thanks to the untiring efforts of these 
environmental organizations legislation to keep development a proper 
distance from major water sources and feeder routes has been enacted. These 
measures were necessary to keep human and industrial waste from polluting 
our drinking water.

Like most mothers, I always tried to provide the best for my children. I 
limit television, am actively involved in their education, give them music lessons 
and try to feed them “right”. I used to walk to the Shaw’s in Webster Square Plaza 
almost every day to get a few things. I figured that we were getting our exercise 
and saving the ozone at the same time. So, imagine my surprise when I got an 
email from MassPIRG about genetically altered food being sold at Shaw’s. I had 


been trying to buy as much organic food as possible, but I still bought quite a bit of 


processed food. When I did some research and found out that sixty percent of 
processed foods are genetically altered and that some of Shaw’s store brand 
products have tested positive for genetic modification, I felt deceived. Then, to 
make matters worse, I learned that Shaw’s parent company, J Sainsbury, in 
England, pulled genetically modified food out of their store brand products 


because their customers refused to eat it! So, I wrote a letter to the CEO of Shaw’s. 


Their generic response is basically that US consumers don’t care what they eat. In 
fact, we are the only industrialized country in the world that will eat genetically 
modified food. Newspapers reported recently that five African countries are at risk 
for famine next year. Four out of those five countries have refused food aid from 
the US. They would rather deal with the famine themselves than contaminate their 
country with genetically modified grain. 

The scientific process of genetic modification is about ten years old now. 
It involves, on a simplistic level, drawing out the DNA from one plant or animal 
and recombining it with the DNA from another plant or animal. The process 
however, is still fairly imprecise. Scientists are still not sure where on the DNA 
strand the injected DNA lands. In one case genetically altered pigs became so 
deformed they couldn’t stand. A British researcher halted testing of genetically 
modified potatoes after a mere ten days when the lab rats grew cancerous tumors. 
About ten years ago in Japan, thirty people died and fifteen hundred were perma- 
nently disabled from genetically modified tryptophan that had DNA from mold 
accidentally injected into it. 

There are numerous environmental implications to genetic modification 


also. Round-Up Ready Soybeans are a genetically modified crop that has been 
modified to withstand heavy pesticide spray. It is predicted that it will take 
only seven years for insects and weeds to become resistant and turn into 
“Super Weeds” and “Super Insects”. The pollen from genetically modified 
corn is toxic to Monarch butterflies. If these crops aren’t banned, we can kiss 
the Monarch good-bye. There are other environmental implications as well. 
Biodiversity is threatened,soil toxicity is an issue, the loss of the natural 
pesticide Bt to organic farmers. The issues abound. Once this genetic pollution 
is unleashed, can we ever take it back? 

The same companies that are bringing us genetic modification | 
technology are responsible for other environmental devastations such as Agent 
Orange, DDT and PCBs. A company rep from Monsanto is quoted in the New 
York Times as saying that, ““ Monsanto should not have to vouch for the safety 
of biotech foods. Our interest is in selling as much as possible”. 

So why isn’t the FDA protecting us? The top corporations have spent 
over $50 million in public relations to push genetically modified food on the 
grocery store shelves and keep consumers in the dark. The FDA says that 
genetically modificed food isn’t a new food therefore doesn’t need testing. 
Are you kidding me? NO testing? 

Well, here is what makes our country great. We just don’t have to buy it! Buy 
“Certified Organic” and be assured that it’s genetic modification free. Buy 
unprocessed foods. Buy locally grown food. Big corporations think through 
their bank accounts so we need to talk through our wallets. I know that we in 
the US are just as intelligent and concerned about the environment as consum- 
ers in Europe and England, and if they won’t buy it, should we? 

Help spread the word that genetically modified food is not healthy 
for our children or their world: Twenty years from now will we wonder why 
our children are being born genetically altered? Will Monarchs and Lacewings 
be a memory? Will three corporations hold the patents to the world’s food 


supply? Not if I can help it!

Students Welcome to Faculty Forum

The Faculty Forum, held on Friday afternoons from 2:30-4:30pm, is a 
wonderful circle of professors who gather to hear one another’s interests. Here, 
the professors of Worcester State College can share their outside interests such 
as research of their academic fields; the group offers discussion that reaches 
beyond merely the curriculum of the classroom. 

The Faculty Forum began about ten years ago, when Dr. Ruth Haber, 
Dr. Maureen Asten, and Dr. Bruce Henry joined forces to formulate a gathering 
of academicians, wanting to share their personal interests with one another; they 
decided to open the forum to the students of WSC as well. When discussing the 
Forum with Professor Haber, she said that the initial goal was to “bring the 
faculty together” and to create “interdepartmental relationships” among the 
faculty members. Today, Professor Haber still runs this forum, yet she now has 
the assistance of Professor Bonnie Kanner. 

The Forum offers a very relaxed atmosphere in the Faculty Lounge on 
the third floor of the Sullivan building. Beginning at 2:30pm the forum opens 
with a half an hour of socializing and refreshments, then at 3pm, the designated 
speaker for the week discusses his/her topic of choice, and the conclusion 
includes discussion of all new information learned. 

Students are encouraged to attend since it “gives students insight to the 
other side of [their] professors.” As students, we must remember that the topic 
fields that our professors specialize in is where their true love and interest lies. 
They are kind enough to share that with us in the classroom, but when the 
limitations and confinements of the classroom atmosphere are non-existent, like 
in the Faculty Forum, then the learning is much more like a social connection, 
and it’s really fun. 

The variety of presentations is unique to each professor’s taste; 
sometimes there is no specific topic at hand, in which case, an open mic session 
of poetry readings or casual discourse and debate are pursed. 

Last Friday, November 1, 2002, I decided to check out the Faculty 
Forum and see what it was all about. Professor Richard Bisk of the Math 
Department discussed “The Role of Mathematics in Politics and Group Decision 
Making.” Now, I’m no math major, in fact, I’m the furthest thing from it—an 
English major, but I must admit, what Professor Bisk had to say was very 
interesting. In light of the elections, Professor Bisk explored how math can 
create realistic Congressional Districts, and how determining the winner of an 
election was possible through mathematics, even if there was no candidate 
receiving the majority vote. He also enlightened everyone with different 
strategies for voting, how they are used, and how they do or do not benefit 
candidates in correlation with Arrow’s Impossibility Theorem. It was a 
wonderful presentation, and it was really great to get to know a personal interest 
of one of the professors at this college. 

I have to say, just hanging out with a bunch of college professors was 
a pretty cool way to spend my Friday afternoon. I have decided that they should 
be considered some of the smartest, most intriguing people in the world. I 
encourage the students of this campus to try out the Faculty Forum, what harm 
can it do? Absolutely none. I am positive that it will be an enjoyable 
experience. Who knows, you may become inspired by one of these topics, or 
already highly interested in one and gain more knowledge about it. 

The next Forum is to take place on Friday, November 15, 2002, in the 
aculty Lounge on the third floor of Sullivan (you can’t miss it). Professor 
arbara Zang will be giving a presentation of “The Fullbright Scholar 
Xperience in the Ukraine 2001-2002.”

Historic Theatre Hosts History 


in the Making 
Happy Anniversary to Mushroom Head

Wednesday, October 23 marked nine years of stage performances for 
the eight members of Mushroom Head. Hailing from Cleveland Ohio, Jason 
Mann, Jeffery Nothing, and the rest of the band have, through the use of masks 
and face paint, managed to conceal their identities for much of their career. 
Because of the incredibly competitive environment of the entertainment 
industry, bands find it necessary to create a unique and original image; 
Mushroom Head blends a variety of musical styles such as rap and metal. In 
addition to the secret identities and diverse musical influences, Mushroom Head 
also shuns the mainstream by incorporating a revolutionary message into their 
repertoire. 

In their nine years of touring, the band has covered most of the 
continental U.S., overseas in Europe, and even as far as Australia. More 
recently, before their current tour, they had been performing with the endless list 
of headliners of Ozz-fest. They have a total of five albums, three of which were 
independently released, a remix, and the most recent album, according to J. 
Mann is “kind of a hits package without any of them being hits”. 

When asked if the band has ever had any major blowouts or close-calls 
within its ranks, Mann replied, “Of course...that’s just like any band...it’s like a 
family...we fight like brothers.” He also added, “The good part about being a 
band for nine years is ...any possible problem that could arise, has already 
arisen.” 

Saturday October 26" the performance opened with Avenged 
Sevenfold, High on Fire, and Shadows Fall. All of the bands were supportive of 
one another and of course the crowd of fans was eager for the appearance of the 
headlining act. For the first few moments as the music played, Mushroom Head 
remained hidden behind a curtain, shrouded from their audience. The stage 
lights cast silhouettes of the band onto the curtain, prolonging the anticipation of 
their performance. 

When the curtain fell the action exploded on stage. The sound samples 
of the Gothic organ borrowed from The Omen set up a dramatic mood for the 
rest of their show. The guitarists flanked the stage, the keyboards were 
hammered upon and shoved about, and the drummer never let up on the 
awesome beat. Mann made his presence clear by striding across the stage in 
time with the music, while his partner vocalist, Jeffery Nothing, remained fixed 
and unmoved in the center. 

Mushroom Head’s revolutionary message is not just conveyed through 
their music. During a couple of breaks in their set, Mann greeted and spoke to 
the audience. He provoked a supportive response from the crowd when he 
began speaking out against conformity, on behalf of open minds, following 
instincts, and believing in higher truths. The whole experience was so amazing 
and intense that it made the hair on the back of my neck stand on end.

Greenwheel’s Debut Album: A Breath 


of Fresh Air

One often overlooked element of concerts featuring big name 


- headliners, is that sometimes the opening act is as good as the main show. On 


October 5th at Lupo’s Heartbreak Hotel in Providence I was able to witness 
such a band opening up for Hoobastank. Their name was Greenwheel, a 
quintet from St. Louis, whose roots lie in the melodic rock that has made 
bands like Vertical Horizon, Our Lady Peace, and Fuel famous.

Muder Mystery Dinner Theatre Presents: 


Get Her off the Stage

“Bring the audience in with laughter.” This was the basis for everything that went 
into Get Her Off The Stage. Saturday October 26th was, hopefully, the first of many 
performances the murder mystery, to be performed at WSC. It was well received and sold so 
many tickets that it was necessary to bring in an extra table to seat the extra audience 
members. With a sold out show, the WSC premiere was one to remember. 

Phil Bailey played Franklin, the owner of a night club called The Chez Al. The play 
depicts the club’s opening night and Franklin hired the former starlet, Jessilyn Simmons 
(played by Crystel Feliciano), as the entertainment that night. She was supported musically 
by the washed-up Master of Ceremonies, Marcus, played by co-writer Dave D. Perron, and a 
French showgirl, Gigi, (Cheryl Sousa). The entertainers ‘ technical support was Stage 
Manager, the ever-ditzy Melody (Katie Ferreira). Franklin’s wayward son, Joey (Chris 
Levitre), crashes the opening night celebration. Finally, Franklin’s daughter and son-in-law, 
Deborah and Larry (Angelique Phillips and Keith St. Laurent respectively) attend as well. A 
murder occurs during the festivities, and Co-writer Steven Sousa plays the Detective who 
arrives to help solve it. 

This play was as much fun for the cast to perform as it was for the audience to 
watch. Audience interaction is one of the greatest aspects of theatre. Unlike cinema, when 
you see a play, there is a heightened sense of intimacy between the performers and audience. 
As the creators and performers in this show, one of the things we have tried to do is use this 
element to our advantage. Many of the scenes in this play are performed amid the audience, 

~ and in some cases, involve the audience members. There is a point during the show when the 
audience is asked to interrogate the suspects. This allows the audience not only to clear up 
any questions they might have involving who the killer is, but it also puts the cast members 
on the spot, testing their improvisational skills. 

Get Her Off The Stage was written by Dave D. Perron and Steven Sousa in 1993. 
Steve and I had been asked to write a murder mystery for Halloween that year while I was 
working at a dinner theatre here in Worcester. The script itself has undergone many changes 
over the past nine years, and will consistently undergo such revisions as the years pass. It 
was written to be more of an improvisational show, rather than a scripted play. The script is 
in place as a guideline for the overall plot, while the comedy and even some of the 


characters, are open for interpretation. It 
allows. for interesting scenes and an 
enjoyable theatre experience for those that 
see the show, as well as for the cast 
members, who work hard to perform a play 
of this nature. 

Many of the cast members are part 
of an improvisation group called Chaos Pie, 
founded by Steven Sousa and myself. Chaos 
Pie is dedicated to bringing audiences a 
higher level of theatre and improvisational 
shows. Similar to Whose Line is it 
Anyway? ?, in many respects, improvisational 
shows such as ours are meant not only to test 
the cast’s abilities, but also to entertain an 
audience with unexpected, unrehearsed and 
comedic entertainment. 

Both Chaos Pie and Get Her Off 
The Stage will be on the campus of WSC 
again, as well as at various local restaurants 
in Worcester and also New Hampshire. If 
anyone is interested-in seeing one of these 
shows or being a part of either cast or crew, 
please feel free to contact me, Dave D.

Will Microsoft Invade Your 
Privacy? 


Can you trust Microsoft?

At the USENIX Security Conference in San Francisco, 
Microsoft representatives discussed the architecture of the software 
expected to be released in 2005. Palladium will make systems more 
secure and prevent the infamous hacking that most of us in the 
computing world have come to dislike. Microsoft claims that it will 
secure business in the sense that many VPN (Virtual Private 
Networks) will be exceptionally secure, allowing administrators to 
be able to tell exactly which systems are connected. Many people 
object to Microsoft’s claims by stating that it is just another way for 
Microsoft to invade your privacy. 

Richard Stallman, founder of the Free Software Foundation 
and the GNU Project, refers to the recent practices of Microsoft as 
“treacherous computing.” He argues that if we allow control to be 
shifted from the user to the software manufacturer, the result would 
be a slippery-slope effect that would create situations in which 
sending or receiving simple E-mails would be disallowed, since the 
sender or receiver would not be authorized to do so by the software. 

“Large media corporations, together with computer 


companies such as Microsoft and Intel, are planning to 

make your computer obey them instead of you. Proprietary 

programs have included malicious features before, but this 
plan would make it universal” 

Stallman also says that this would increase the 
monopolistic abilities of Microsoft’s software. This would disallow 
competing software manufacturers from reading and writing 
documents. Even installing third party or open-source software 
could be disallowed, and perhaps even be a crime. 

While Stallman has tried to stall Microsoft’s tornado of 
treachery, Microsoft fights back with “trust.” Product Manager, 
Peter Biddle, says, “We are not going to use Palladium to make our 
customers—our favorite people—angry at us.” Microsoft wants to 
be known as the “trusted operating root’ for the users to be able to 
use their computers without fear. 

Even if Microsoft claims that its interest is in the consumer, 
the irrefutable fact remains, Microsoft would gain total control over 
applications and content. If this were an argument of civil liberties, 
a question would be raised: Does one software company have the 
right to dictate what consumers are allowed to do on their — 
computer? '

Despite the chill in the air and the rain 
that soaked the field, the Worcester State 
football team took the field against Maine 
Maritime last Saturday. Although the weather 
played acrucial role in the game, the Lancers 
came to win, and nothing was going to stop 
them.’ Defeating the Mariners 27-19 WSC 
moves to 7-1 with two games left in the regular 
season. 

On Saturday, October 26th, it wasn’t 
all about the offense. Losing junior quarterback 
Cean Oksanish to a concussion in the first half, 
the Lancer’s defensive line had to step up on the 
big plays, holding the Mariners out of the end 
zone on three goal-line stands; one of which 
was with only sixteen seconds left to play. The 
Mariners ran the ball better than expected, and 
the defense managed to make huge plays when 
they counted the most. 

Worcester played strong in the first 
half. Greg Wood put the Lancers on the board 
first, with the extra kick by Cean Oksanish. 
This was answered later in the quarter with a 
fifteen-yard run by teammate, Mike Buoniconti. The Mariners countered with two of their own touchdowns in the second quarter, leaving the 
game tied 13-13 at the half, after the extra kick was blocked. 

The Mariners came out strong in the third quarter, driving down the field to the one-yard line in sixteen plays in seven minutes. The 
Lancers fought hard as Dan Walker and Belin Sonathax broke through the line and wrestled the Mariners’ quarterback to the ground, turning 
the ball over to the Lancers. 

Unable to move the ball up the field, Greg Wood fumbled at the WSC seventeen-yard line. The Mariners recovered and once again 
fought to the end zone, this time scoring with a two yard run by Eric putting the Mariners up 19-13 with 1:56 left in the third quarter. 

The Mariners would not celebrate for long however. Greg Wood received the kickoff, carrying it eighty-four yards down Maine’s 
sideline to tie the game. The extra point kicked by Tim Cullen, Oksanish’s replacement, put the Lancers back in the lead 20-19. Wood still 
had some work to do, with two more broken WSC records for record points and touchdowns in one season, now one hundred fourteen points 
and twenty touchdowns. After the defense forced a three-and-out, Wood returned the punt twenty-six yards to Maine’s forty-nine yard line 
where Mike Buoniconti took over. 
Carrying the ball five times, the last 
carry ten yards into the end zone, 
Buoniconti pushed the Lancers to a 
27-19 lead over the Mariners. 

This proved to be a big day 
for the Lancers. Wood ended the 
game with over two hundred total 
offense yards and two touchdowns. 
Buoniconti had one hundred nine 
yards on sixteen carries and two 
touchdowns. Backup quarterback, 
Joe Brancalone, threw for fifty-one 
yards. Defense capitalized with three 
goal-line stands and dynamic plays 
that were needed to win the game. 

The Lancers travel to 
Bridgewater State to battle the Bears 
on Saturday, November 2nd at 12:00 
a.m. The following weekend, 
November 9th, their final regular 
season game is home against 
Fitchburg State at 12:00 p.m. Come 
out and support the team!
